At one time or another, each of you 
has probably thought, “If I’m ever 
President of this organization, I’m going 
to do something about this or that sit- 
uation, or, I’ll see to it that needed 
changes are made in program presenta- 
tion, etc., etc.” 

Now that I am President, and the 
initiative is in my hands, it is up to me 
to suggest to you those specific changes 
which seem most beneficial. Fortunately 
because of the passage of the new by- 
laws, there are many things that can now 
be done to increase our Society’s useful- 
ness, not only to the members, but also 
to the community at large. 

Calling on my rather extensive experi- 
ence in Society affairs, it was easy for 
me to compile a fairly long list of things 
which might be undertaken in the name 
of progress. However, one glance at this 
memorandum was sufficient to convince 
me that the attempt to carry out so com- 
prehensive a program would probably 
result in few, if any, being completed 
satisfactorily. 

The only thing for me to do then, is 
to select the most important items on 
which to concentrate, and to offer them 
for your consideration. Each and all of 
them require the approval of the Board 
of Directors. I suggest the following 
three point program : 

a Continued Financial and Profes- 
sional Support of the Dental Hygiene 
Institute of Chicago.

launched and practically all of its efforts 
thus far have been directed toward in- 
ternal organization and the preparation 
of dental health educational material 
for lay consumption. By fall it should be 
operating in high gear, examining indus- 
trial employees, exhibiting educational 
slide films and motion pictures to lay 
audiences, releasing printed matter for 
publication in newspapers and maga- 
zines, and undertaking related projects 
designed to increase public appreciation 
of the value of regular dental care. The 
successful culmination of the Institute's 
efforts means better dental health for the 
community and better incomes for den- 
tists. By all means we must continue our 
financial support as a Society and enlarge 
upon our grant if possible. In this con- 
nection it is not amiss to appeal to the 
membership to support the Institute in- 
dividually through active membership. 
The dues are small, $5.00 per year, and 
you can be sure that every cent will be 
spent for public dental health education. 
This is the finest opportunity we’ve ever 
had to really do something about an age 
old problem. 

2. Reorganize and Revise the Presen- 
tation of the Scientific Program at the 
Midwinter Meeting. 

The Constitution and By-Laws 
adopted at the May meeting provided 
the basis for a revision of program pres- 
entation at the Midwinter Meeting. All 
committees having charge of the several 
phases of the program have been amal- 


. 


gamated into one committee composed 
of divisions, each having its own well 
defined sphere of program presentation. 
Being under one management the activi- 
ties of all divisions will be correlated for 
the best interests of the Society. This is 
in contrast to the former arrangement 
in which each committee acted as an 
independent unit answerable only to the 
Board of Directors. We now have a 
flexible set up by which desirable changes 
in program presentation can be made 
quickly and easily. 

A. Revision of Essay Program. 

With a flexible program set up I would 
propose, first of all, that our essay pro- 
gram reflect the desires and needs of the 
membership rather than arbitrarily to 
give each phase of dentistry the same 
amount of program time and the same 
appropriation of funds. In other words, 
the number and character of essays 
should be in direct proportion to the 
demand for knowledge and information 
in the various fields of dental practice. 
Under such a plan we would undoubt- 
edly have more papers on such subjects 
as Full Denture Construction, Oral Sur- 
gery and Practice Management than in 
Children’s Dentistry, Therapeutics and 
Research and Orthodontia. This does 
not imply that the less popular subjects 
would be neglected. It does imply that 
they would be given program recognition 
in proportion to the interest in them. It 
does not imply, either, that there will be 
fewer essays presented—conceivably 
there may be more. 


B. Decrease Quantity and Increase 
Quality of the General Clinics. 


For a number of years there has been 
a steadily increasing tendency on the part 
of members of the profession qualified 
to teach to prefer appearing in some 
other part of the meeting than in the 
general clinics. Particularly has this been 
true since the introduction of the Limited 
Attendance Clinics. As a result, the 
Clinic Committees of the past few years 
have struggled against steadily increas- 
ing odds to secure clinic talent of the 
right caliber. That they have failed to 
secure top flight talent for every table 


is not their fault—the demand simply 
exceeded the supply. To correct this sit- 
uation I propose that we take a realistic 
view of the matter and reduce the size 
of the general clinic program to a point 
where the supply of clinicians and the 
demand for their services are in balance. 
Moreover, I am of the opinion that the 
expenses of out of town general clini- 
cians should be paid on the same basis 
as we pay those of Limited Attendance 
clinicians and essayists. This in itself 
should be an important factor in enabling 
the Clinic Chairman to build a satisfac- 
tory program. How the additional finan- 
cial burden can be carried is described in 
my final point. 

C. Add Group Discussions to Our 
Scientific Program. 

A drastic reduction in the number of 
general clinics necessarily poses the 
question of what to do to absorb the 
crowd that such a move would free. The 
answer is Group Discussions of common 
problems under the leadership of out- 
standing men in the several fields of 
dental practice. These groups would 
meet simultaneously with the presenta- 
tion of the general clinic program and 
can profitably occupy the time of as 
many members and visitors as desired. 
The set up of a group discussion is sub- 
stantially as follows: An authority ona 
given subject is invited to be the leader 
and is given a list of questions to answer 
informally before a group of from 75 to 
150 persons. As he finishes his answer 
to each question time is given the audi- 
ence for open discussion on the point 
just covered. The entire discussion is 
under the management of a chairman 
representing the Program Committee. 
Each session should consume a half day 
and from observations made at other 
meetings where programs of this char- 
acter are offered they will be extremely 
valuable and attractive to our members 
and guests. 

3. Associate Membership in the Chi-

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Attorney General Barrett Holds Public Advertising 
of Laboratories Violates Dental Act 


The publication of dental laboratory 
advertisements in newspapers of general 
circulation is a violation of the Dental 
Practice Act. This is the conclusion 
reached by Attorney-General George F. 
Barrett in an official opinion rendered 
the Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation upon the request of the Depart- 
ment’s Director, the Honorable Frank G. 
Thompson. The effect of this opinion is 
to dispel any doubt as to the legal stand- 
ing of public advertisements by so called 
dental laboratories, even though such 
advertisements carry the statement that 
only the patronage of licensed dentists 
is solicited. When the Supreme Court of 
Illinois in Lasdon v. Hallihan held that 
dental laboratories advertising to the 
public were not entitled to an injunction 
restraining the State authorities from en- 
forcing the Dental Practice Act, some 
doubt arose as to whether, from a legal 
standpoint, such advertising was directly 
prohibited. Now that the Attorney Gen- 
eral has given an opinion in clear and 
concise language any remaining doubts 
should be immediately resolved in favor 
of the Act and Lasdon v. Hallihan. By 
the usual methods the Attorney General’s 
opinion will be brought to the attention 
of all newspaper publishers and when it 
is, prompt compliance with the Dental 
Law may be expected. 

Attorney General Barrett is deserving 
of commendation for a public service of 
the first magnitude. Likewise Director 
Thompson for his zeal in breaking the 
bottleneck in the enforcement program. 

Because of the widespread interest in 
the Attorney General’s opinion it is pub- 
lished here verbatim, omitting, of course, 
the reproductions of advertisements sub- 
mitted as exhibits—Horace J]. Tharp, 
D.DS., Chairman, Committee on En- 
forcement of the Dental Practice Act.

Dear Sir: 

We have your recent letter, enclosing 
certain advertisements clipped from 
newspapers in the Chicago area, and re- 
questing an official opinion as to whether 
or not such advertisements violate the 
provisions of the Illinois Dental Practice 
Act. The advertisements in question are 
the following : 

(Ed. Note. Here appear advertise- 
ments of the Excel Dental Laboratory, 
Inc., A A A Dental Laboratories, Inc., 
A & P Dental Laboratory, Inc., and 
Gum Gripper Dental Plate Co., Inc. All 
are typical of dental laboratory adver- 
tisements regularly appearing in Chicago 
newspapers in recent months. ) 

The pertinent provisions of the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act, as amended in 1939 
(Illinois Revised Statutes, 1941, Chap- 
ter 91, Section 60), provide as follows: 

“A person practices dentistry, within 
the meaning of this Act . . . (9) who 
furnishes, supplies, constructs, reproduces 
or repairs, or offers to furnish, supply, 
construct or reproduce or repair pros- 
thetic dentures (sometimes known as 
‘plates’), bridges or other substitutes for 
natural teeth, to the user or prospective 
user thereof.” 

“The following practices, acts and 
operations, however, are exempt from 
the operation of this Act: 

“(f) The making and repairing of 
prosthetic dentures, bridges, artificial 
restorations or other structures to be used 
or worn as substitutes for natural teeth, 
or appliances for the correction of dis- 
ease, loss, deformity, malposition, dislo- 
cation, fracture of or injury to the jaws, 
teeth, lips, gums, cheeks, palate, or asso- 
ciated tissues or parts upon order or 
prescription given by a licensed and 


; 


registered dentist and constructed on, or 
by use of, casts or models made from 
impressions taken by a licensed and regis- 
tered dentist; provided that such pros- 
thetic or orthodontic appliances, or the 
services rendered in the construction, 
repair or alteration thereof shall not 
be offered for sale, or use, or delivery to 
the public. And provided further that 
such prosthetic or orthodontic appliances 
shall not be placed or adjusted in the 
oral cavity, except by licensed and regis- 
tered dentists.” (Emphasis supplied.) 

In the recent case of Lasdon v. Halli- 
han, 377 Ill. 187 (rehearing denied Sep- 
tember 10, 1941), the Supreme Court of 
Illinois interpreted these provisions to 
mean that advertising by dental labora- 
tories in newspapers of general circula- 
tion came within the scope of the Dental 
Practice Act and refused to enjoin their 
prosecution for violation of that Act. 

Since the Lasdon case, in our opinion, 
disposes of the questions raised by you 
let us first examine the facts there before 
the Court. In discussing the facts, the 
Supreme Court, at page 191 said: 

“The finding of the master on that 
point is not questioned, the material 
parts of which are: ‘The laboratories in 
question conduct their business in the 
following manner: An ‘ad’ is placed in a 
newspaper of general circulation or some 
other publication offering for sale to the 
public full or partial dentures ; a person 
in need of a full or partial denture who 
has seen the advertisement . . . enters 
the store or office of the laboratory and 
informs the plaintiffs or one of their 
employees that he wishes to purchase a 
denture; . . . the customer is asked . . . 
whether he, the customer, has a dentist ; 
if he has not, the laboratory owner then 
recommends a dentist to the customer ; 
the customer then leaves the laboratory 
and visits the dentist; the dentist makes 
an impression and arrangements are 
made between the customer and the den- 
tist for the payment to the dentist for 
his services; . . . upon this impression 
(the one made by the dentist) the lab- 
oratory constructs the denture, which 
denture is then delivered to the dentist 


for fitting in the customer’s mouth; the 
denture is then sent back by the dentist 
to the laboratory for adjustments and 
when it is finally completed, it is re- 
turned by the laboratory to the dentist 
for final fitting in the customer’s mouth; 
the customer pays the laboratory for its 
work and pays the dentist for his work.” 


In holding that the dental laboratories 
were not entitled to an injunction, the 
Illinois Supreme Court, at pages 194 
and 195, said : 

“Appellants claim that they have a 
constitutional right to advertise their 
business and sell their products to the 
public, subject only that the making of 
the impressions and the fitting and ad- 
justment of the plates shall be by a 
licensed dentist. It is obvious that if they 
were permitted to thus advertise their 
business, the practice of the profession 
of dentistry would, to a great degree, be 
subservient to the business of those en- 
gaged in the making of plates. It is well 
known that masses of the public do not 
comprehend or understand the skill that 
is necessary to the making of proper den- 
tures and the proper charges to be made 
for such services. Such persons are often 
attracted by the advertisements of the 
quack and charlatan and seek his services. 

“Appellants concede that a consider- 
able number of their customers come to 
their laboratories because of the adver- 
tisements and publicity they give to their 
business. They also admit that they refer 
many of their customers to a dentist, as 
a rule to one particular dentist. Dr. 
Hejna testified that about thirty-five per 
cent of his patients were referred to him 
by ones operating a laboratory. If the 
advertisement carried on by the dental 
laboratories was the medium that brought 
the customer to the laboratory, and he 
was sent from there to Dr. Hejna’s office, 
it would, as to its effect upon the dental 
profession, be much the same as though 
he had come to Dr. Hejna’s office in re- 
sponse to an advertisement of Dr. 
Hejna’s, which is prohibited by section 
18 and 18b of the act. If the restrictions 
of which appellants complain were re- 
moved, it would permit licensed dentists 
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to do indirectly what other provisions 
of the act prohibit them from doing 
directly.” 

It is our considered opinion that the 
plain effect of the Lasdon case is to 
demonstrate clearly that any and all ad- 
vertising of dental plates to the general 
public is unlawful and prohibited by the 
provisions of the Illinois Dental Practice 
Act. 

We note your inquiry as to the possible 
effect of the inclusion in these advertise- 
ments in question of such words as : 

‘Dentures made only upon orders 
from and impressions of Dentists licensed 
and registered by the State of Illinois. 
We solicit patronage from Licensed Den- 
tists only.” 

In the Lasdon case, above referred to, 
one of the most prominent exhibits be- 
fore the Supreme Court (being set forth 
in photostatic form on page 31 of the 
defendant’s brief) was defendant’s ex- 
hibit 2 of December 27, 1939, which was 
as follows : 

(Ed. Note. Here follows a photostatic 
copy of a newspaper advertisement of 
A-1 Dental Laboratories. ) 

It should be noted that in the said 
Lasdon case the advertisement bore the 
words : 

“All plates made only upon receipt of 
impressions and orders from licensed 
dentists.” 

This is almost identical with the word- 
ing on the advertisements here in ques- 
tion. Yet in the Lasdon case the Supreme 
Court did not allow itself to be misled 
or confused by such a subterfuge. 


In our opinion these and similar state- 
ments are but a sham and a subterfuge 
adopted (apparently as part of a con- 
certed plan and probably on advice of 
the same counsel) in an effort to evade 
the plain provisions of the law which 
prohibits advertising to the public. 

Were these advertisements published 
only in trade journals, circulated exclu- 
sively among licensed dentists and were 
they of such a character as to evidence 
an honest intent to reach only dentists, 
instead of being published in newspapers 
of general circulation and being obvi- 
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ously designed to attract the attention 
of the ignorant lay person by the display 
of a set of false teeth, a picture of a 
girl’s mouth, etc., and by the advertise- 
ments of the prices to be charged ($9.50, 
etc.), it might be possible to conclude 
that the advertisement was not such as 
to constitute an offer “to the public.” 

However, in the advertisements in 
question it is obvious that they constitute 
an “offer to the public” contrary to the 
provisions of the Act. 

Certainly the obvious purpose of the 
advertisements in question is to induce 
the general lay public, not practicing 
dentists, to come to the dental labora- 
tories. The form of the advertisement is 
not the test. The test is the effect upon 
an ordinary lay person reading such an 
advertisement in his daily newspaper. 

An example of this principle is the 
case of United States v. Dodge, 25 Fed. 
Cases No. 14974, where, in instructing 
the jury with regard to the proof neces- 
sary to convict under a Federal statute 
which provided that : 


“Every person who shall sell or offer 
for sale domestic or foreign spirits . . .” 
the Court said : 

“The liquor may be offered for sale 
without a special or personal solicitation 
of any particular person to become a 
purchaser. It may be done by general 
advertisements in the press, or by the 
exhibition of signs or symbols in the 
vicinity of the place of the alleged busi- 
ness, or by having the article on sale 
with an intent to dispose of it to anyone 
offering to purchase.” 

This principle is again demonstrated in 
the case of Collins v. F. M. Paste Co., 
14 Fed. (2d) 614, where the Court, at 
page 616, says: 

“The law is not made for the protec- 
tion of the expert, but for the public— 
that vast multitude, which includes the 
ignorant, the unthinking, and the credu- 
lous, who, in making purchases do not 
stop to analyze but are governed by 
appearances and general impressions.” 

As was said by the Court in Andrew 
Jergens Co. v. Bonded Products Corpora-

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Minutes of Regular Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society 


May 19, 1942 


Red Lacquer Room—Palmer House 


Meeting called to order by President 
Glenn E. Cartwright at 8:00 p.m. 

Preliminary to the program President 
Cartwright announced that the senior 
students of the three local dental schools 
had been invited to be present this eve- 
ning as guests of the Society and were 
seated in a body. He then called upon 
the deans of the schools to present the 
senior classes. This was done by Dr. 
Marjerison of the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry; Dr. Freeman of 
Northwestern University Dental Schoo! ; 
and Dr. Logan of Chicago College of 
Dental Surgery. As each class was pre- 
sented by its dean the members rose and 
received the applause of the audience. 
President Cartwright closed this phase of 
the program by expressing the hope that 
the senior students present would con- 
sider this an introduction to organized 
dentistry and that they would become 
affiliated with the American Dental 
Association as soon as they are eligible. 

Motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded, that the minutes of the 
previous meeting be not read because of 
publication in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
and that they be approved as published. 
Motion carried. 

Reports of Boards and Standing Com- 
mittees—none. 

Reports of Special Committees—none. 

Unfinished Business— 

New Constitution and By-Laws. Presi- 
dent Cartwright reiterated the five points 
presented at the previous meeting as 
necessitating revision of the Constitution 
and By-Laws at this time. He then stated 
that the officers, with himself as Chair- 
man, had acted as a Constitution Re- 
vision Committee by authority of the 
Board of Directors and since he would 
act in the capacity of Chairman of that 
Committee at this time, he asked Dr. 
Christian Davidson, Vice-President, to 


take the chair. He then read the follow- 
ing statement on behalf of the Board of 
Directors, which embodied the amend- 
ment to Article XXI to enable members 
to continue affiliation with the branch 
society to which they are presently 
assigned : 


“Argument—A man should be per- 
mitted to belong to any branch he likes. 
“Answer—Branch societies are admin- 
istrative units originally designed to meet 


‘the needs of the members in their re- 


spective communities throughout Chi- 
cago. Many years have passed since 
then and the Society has trebled in en- 
rollment as we now have almost 3,500 
dentists in the Society. The North Side 
Branch alone has over 800 members— 
the equal in enrollment of the Cleveland 
Dental Society. Some communities have 
grown at a faster pace than others so 
that the basis for setting up the branch 
organizations no longer exists. In fact, a 
reorganization is long overdue. If the 
original recommendation were accepted 
a reorganization to meet current needs 
could be undertaken after a thorough 
study and ultimately submitted to the 
membership for approval. The officers 
and directors realize, however, that senti- 
mental ties between some members and 
their branches should be recognized and 
proposes to amend Article XXI, Section 
1 by adding a Division (e) to read as 
follows : 


“Present Members—Exemption: Any 
person holding active membership at the 
time of the adoption of these By-Laws, 
who would be required thereunder to 
transfer branch membership, may elect 
to continue membership indefinitely in 
the branch society with which he or she 
is currently affiliated, provided written 
notice to that effect is given the office of 
the Chicago Dental Society within one 
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year from the date of adoption of these 
By-Laws.’ 

“This means in effect, that only those 
members who would have to accept 
transfer to another branch will have the 
choice of remaining in their present 
branch society if they notify the office 
within one year. If they failed to do so it 
would be assumed that the~ pending 
transfer is not objectionable. Of course, 
applicants for membership hereafter 
would have no choice as to branch affilia- 
tion either at the time of application or 
later. 

“The officers feel very strongly that a 
member should be active only in the 
territory in which he has a real interest. 
For a man to have a voice and vote in a 
district in which he neither practices nor 
resides is the very negation of democratic 
government. To have it otherwise is to 
say that the branch organizations have 
outgrown their usefulness and have be- 
come merely social clubs. If they are to 
carry out the functions for which they 
were created they must be set up from a 
geographic and personnel point of view 
so as to adequately serve the needs of 
their members. 

“Argument—We should have a speci- 
fied number of branches. 


“Answer—The By-Laws must be 
flexible so as to meet changing conditions 
but at the same time protect the inter- 
ests of the members. Omission of a spe- 
cific number gives the flexibility while 
the members are protected against un- 
warranted changes by Article XV, Sec. 
I, paragraph (e). In fact the proposed 
By-Laws give the members greater pro- 
tection than the current By-Laws in 
which there is no requirement . that 
boundary changes must be submitted to 
the membership, the Board of Directors 
being the final authority. 

“Providing a specific number is no 
protection against boundary changes 
since they themselves are not included in 
the By-Laws, and worse, they are subject 
to manipulation by the Board of Direc- 
tors. In other words, the Board could, 
under the present By-Laws, radically 
alter the boundaries of every branch and 
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still have the present number of branches 
(8).” 

Dr. Wittert moved, Dr. Methven sec- 
onded, that the Constitution and By- 
Laws be approved with the amendment 
offered by Dr. Cartwright. Without de- 
bate Dr. Kurth moved, Dr. John Hospers 
seconded, that the proposed Constitution 
and By-Laws as amended be laid on the 
table. Upon a division of the house the 
motion was declared lost. 

At the request of Dr. M. P. Brooks, 
Dr. Cartwright re-read the proposed 
amendment to Article XXI as approved 
by the Board of Directors. On a call for 
the question Chairman Davidson placed 
the motion before the body and it was 
carried. 

Dr. Cartwright then resumed 
chair, Dr. Davidson retiring. 

Dr. Cartwright then announced that 
the Constitution and By-Laws had been 
adopted and would be put into effect as 
of June 1, 1942. 

New Business— 

Dr. Cartwright announced that in ac- 
cordance with custom the immediate 
past officers, retiring directors and im- 
mediate past presidents of the several 
branch societies would be given certifi- 
cates attesting to the services rendered 
the Society. The following were then 
given appropriate certificates :

ARMY NEEDS DENTISTS 
UNDER 38 


The following telegram has been re- 
ceived by the Dental Preparedness Com- 
mittee from Lt. Col. Seeley, Executive 
Officer of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service. 

“Use every means to publicize by sci- 
entific or lay press immediate need for 
several thousand dentists under the age 
of 38 for immediate duty in the Dental 
Corps of the Army. Those over 38 who 
are in Class 1-A Selective Service should 
also apply. Instruct them to contact their 


state chairmen Procurement and Assign- - 


ment immediately who will cause their 
names to be placed before army recruit- 
ing boards in every state. All in the above 
age group who have indicated army first 
choice on enrollment form are hereby 
officially asked to apply for commissions.” 

This is the official call to all those men 
under 38 who indicated on their Pro- 
curement and Assignment questionnaires 
that service in the Army was their first 
choice. 


THE PRESENT STATUS OF THE 
PROCUREMENT OF DENTAL 
OFFICERS FOR THE UNITED 
STATES ARMY 


The necessity of securing Dental Offi- 
cers for the Military and Naval services, 
and at the same time of insuring that no 
community would be stripped of essen- 
tial dental personnel, led to the organ- 
ization of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service. This Service determines 
which of the professional men are essen- 
tial to the health and welfare of their 
community and clears for military service 
all dentists who are not essential in the 
above sense. 

In order that dentists may be more 
quickly brought into the Army to provide 
for present and future military require- 
ments, the War Department has estab- 


lished in the several states, Medical De- 
partment Officer Recruiting boards. The 
primary function of the Medical Depart. ° 
ment Officer Recruiting Board, which in 
this state is located at 30 North Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is to seek ap- 
plications for commissions in the Dental 
Corps from dentists who are declared 
available by the Procurement and 
Assignment Service. This board is 
authorized to receive applications from 
and to actually issue commissions to 
qualified dentists under the age of 37. 
All commissions will be issued in the 
grade of First Lieutenant. 

The procedure in making applications 
for a commission in the Dental Corps is 
as follows : 

1. Write to the Medical Department 
Officer Recruiting Board, 30 North 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, re- 
questing application blanks and authori- 
zation to take a physical examination. 

2. Application blanks will be sent to 
you immediately. Obtain the physical 
examination at the military post desig- 
nated in the authorization which you 
will receive. 

3. Promptly return your application 
to the Medical Department Officer Re- 
cruiting Board. The report of your 
physical examination will be mailed di- 
rectly to the Board by the military post 
where it is accomplished. 


Adequate time will be allowed newly 
commissioned officers to permit them to 
arrange their personal affairs before be- 
ing ordered to duty. 


Selective Service has recently ruled 
that dependency is not a basis for defer- 
ment in cases where registrants are 
eligible to receive commissions in the 
armed forces. 


It is incumbent upon every available 
dentist under the age of 37 to apply for 
a commission in the military forces. I 
you are requested by the Medical De- 
partment Officer Recruiting Board to

you have been declared available by the 
Procurement and Assignment Service 
and you are urged to seek a commission 
without delay.

tion, 13 Fed. (2d) 417: 

“We have here, it seems to me, a case 
of subtile advertising.” 

It should also be noted in passing that 
each of the advertisements in question 
prominently displays the prices at which 
such dentures are sold. This is expressly 
prohibited by the provisions of Section 
18b of the Act (Illinois Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 91, Section 72b), which pro- 
hibit the advertisement of “any amount 
as a price.” 

If, as the Court says, in effect, in the 
Lasdon case, the dental laboratory is 
but an agent of the dentist and can do 
nothing which the dentist could not him- 
self do directly, obviously the laboratory 
is violating the Act. 

I therefore conclude that the publica- 
tion of the advertisements in question 
in newspapers of general circulation 
violates the provisions of the Dental 
Practice Act.

Proposals B and C of Point 2, if 
adopted, will necessarily involve the ex- 
penditure of rather substantial sums of 
money. To pay the expenses of general 
clinicians and group discussion leaders 
from all parts of the country presents a 
real financial problem. We don’t want 
to rock the boat, so to speak, but the 
acceptance of these recommendations 
imposes the responsibility of finding the 
money with which to carry them into 
effect. The Society’s present financial 
condition is sound, but it will not stand 
any such outlay as these two recommen- 
dations would require. We could, of 
course, increase the rental of commercial 
exhibit space, but it is my opinion that 
such an increase in meeting cost, delib- 
erately undertaken as it would be, should 
not be passed on to the exhibitors. A sat- 
isfactory alternative would be, in my 
view, to make Associate Membership in 
the Chicago Dental Society a prerequi- 
site for registration of all out of town 
dentists at the Midwinter Meeting. The 
dues are only $3.00 per year, a nominal 
sum to be sure, but the aggregate of such 
dues should adequately meet the addi- 
tional expenses. We have always wel- 
comed our fellow practitioners from all 
parts of the United States and Canada 
to our Midwinter Meetings without obli- 
gation of any kind and have been flat- 
tered that they have thought well enough 
of our offerings to come to Chicago at 
considerable sacrifice of time and money 
to attend. In fact, we feel under consid- 
erable obligation to them because their 
presence has helped materially to make 
our Midwinter Meeting the standout 
event that it is. Nevertheless, it is my 
personal opinion that improvements in 
program presentation are due ; that they 
will be expensive and that the only way 
to meet the situation is to look to our 
out of town visitors for the wherewithal. 
What benefits will the Associate Mem- 
ber derive from his affiliation? They are 
several—first, he will have a much more 
valuable Midwinter Meeting to attend ; 
second, he will receive THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW throughout the year and be 


enabled to keep pace with events in Chi- 
cago; third, he will receive not only a 
card of membership for his bill fold, but 
a certificate suitable for framing and last, 
but by no means least, he will have the 
satisfaction of knowing ‘that he is con- 
tributing directly to the support of an — 
institution from which he derives per- 
sonal, tangible benefit, year in and year 
out. He will no longer be a visitor, he 
will really be a member of the family. 
It seems to me these benefits are suffi- 
ciently attractive that no out of town 
visitor will feel that his money has not 
been wisely spent. 

Well, I’ve taken a good deal more 
space than the Editor told me I could 
have, but I hope I will have his indul- 
gence. Naturally, I feel these recom- 
mendations are worthy of consideration 
and they will soon be presented to the 
Board of Directors for approval or what- 
ever other action that body sees fit to 
take. 

If these proposals are accepted we'll 
get right to work making plans to put 
them into effect. This does not mean 
that routine activities will be neglected 
—they’ll receive all the attention they 
deserve. Nothing will be slighted that has 
promise of benefit to our Society or our 
profession. 

I am deeply appreciative of the honor 
you have bestowed upon me, for which 
please accept my sincere thanks. With 
your enthusiastic support and coopera- 
tion, without which no administration 
can be successful, I think we can look 
forward to another year of accomplish- 
ment for dentistry in Chicago.
